Ray Webb Gives Details 
of Hike and Ben prury 

Writes from France 

The following letter was recently re- 
ceived by Geo, E. Webb, and was writ- 
ten by his' son Roy, who is now."at 
Houston,. Texas. . . r Ray. 'together^ with' 
"Red" 'Fields and' '•Red'.'- Waters en- 
tered the service nine months ogotlie 
sixteenth of April;- and left Rockford 
for Houston, thefirat of October. They 
are all corporals and are a?l in the same 
company. ' 

Battle Field of San Jacinto, 
D „r Folk* Thu " d "y p - M.. 4 11-18. 
Well, we are on our. fourth day of the 
hike and we are camping on the' battle 
field where Gen. Sam ; Houston fought 
Santa Ann, the Mexican./ We hit here 
yesterday noon and had a sham battle 
that lasted for about three or four 
hours so did hot get our dinner until 
after we had made our camp nnd that* 
was about 3:30" in tho afternoon. 

Thoy are' not hiking: us" very hard, 
only about twelve or- fourteen miles 
each day. "We ususolly make -camp 
about noon and do not move >iU the 
next morning/. I guesB they aFe'going 
to keep us here for anoth r day and 
then we will pull out again.- 

The second day we were. out. there 
was an areoplao/s lit in a field within a 
hundred yards of. camp and I got a 
picture of him as he was leaving the 
ground. We have had as many as six 
over our troops ever since we left Camp 
Logan. 

We are camping riow-onthe banks of 
the Buffalo Bayou that runs from Gal- 
veston to Houston. Everything was 
very damp and cold last night and still 
wet- when we got up this morning. 

1 don't think I told you what each 
man has to carry on his back during 
this hike. My pack contains—guy, 
shelter -half, 5 pins, tent pole, one 
blanket, rope, suit of underwear, 2 
pairs of socks, pair shoe laces, towel, 
comb, tooth brush and past*, sonp,' 
razor, shaving cream, foot powder, 
shaving brush, tablet, book, housewife] 
bacon, 2 boxes of hard tack, coffee,' 
sugar, salt, /.ml pepper. Then in our 
belts we have first aid packets, bayonet

We have 

the mail brought out to us every day 

from Logan, and it is my* duty ' to trive 

it out. 

The country near here is a great deal 
like old Oklahoma, just as flat as it can 
be, with only a few trees on one side of 
the camp. 

Some of the fellows went to town 
last night and bought all the stores out 
of tobacco and stuff to eat. I guess 
they, never had such a'crowd in town at 
one time before. It is a small place 
with only two stores and one saloon so 
their supply lasted only about an hour. 

Will close now and try and get this 
mailed before the companv gets back.

AFFAIR DECLARED AT ENO 



Foreign Minister Resigns Upon Hear* 

Ing of Missive Which Official 

Statement Says Is a Forgery 

— Deep Interest at Capitol. 

Amsterdam, April 17.— Count Czer- 
nln, the Austro-Hungnrlan foreign 
minister, according to a dispatch from 
Vienna, has resigned. Emperor Charles 
accepted the resignation and Intrusted 
to Count Czernln the conduct of for- 
eign affairs until his successor is up- 
pointed. 

Count Czernln did not know of Em- 
peror Charles' letter to Prince Sixtus 
when he made the statement that 
France had Initiated the conversations 
with Austria, according to a Vienna 
dispatch to the Lokul Anzelger of Ber- 
lin. On learning of the letter, he re- 
signed, but yielded to a request that 
he* remain In of lieu until the conclusion 
of the peace agreement with Ilou- 
nianlu. 

Emperor Charles, according to a 
Vienna dispatch dated Saturday to the 
Berliner Tngeblatt, has canceled a vis- 
it he Intended to make to Budapest. 
Important conferences on Austro-IIun- 
garlan foreign and Internal policies 
were to have been held. Count Czer- 
nln, Doctor von Seydler, Austrian pre- 
mier; General Arz von Straussenherg, 
chief of the general staff, and other 
ofllclals were to have been present. 

An olllcial statement received here 
on Monday from Vienna asserts that 
the latest statements of the French 
premier, M. Clemeucenii, concerning 
the conversations between Austria and 
France regarding the possibility of 
opening peace negotiations do not al- 
ter the situation as regards the ma- 
jority of Count Czernln's declarations. 

The Austrian foreign ministry, the 
statement •ays, Is unable to ascertain 
who was responsible for delivering to 
the French what Is said to have been 
a forged letter, substituted for the let- 
ter which was to have been delivered. 

Neither Prince Sixtus, whose charac- 
ter Is beyond suspicion, nor anyone 
else Is accused of falsification, con- 
tinues the statement, which concludes: 

"The affair Is herewith declared to 
be at lin end." 

Washington, April 17.— Xo official 
word of the reported resignation of 
Count Czernln had been received on 
Monday by the government, but all of- 
ficials were deeply Interested In the 
report, and It was recognized that the 
development undoubtedly was the out- 
growth of Czernln's declaration that 
France had been ready to talk peace. 

Amsterdam, April 17.— Thousands of 
people gathered In the streets of 
Prague, capital of Bohemia, on Satur- 
day, denouncing the Germans and 
cheered President Wilson, says a dis- 
patch from, that city to the Lokul An- 
zelger fo Berlin.

Twelve of the 38 Prisoners Captured 
by Yankees Northwest of Toul on 
Friday Die of Wounds — Ma- 
chine Guns Taken.

Toul. 

They made two attacks, both of 
which failed. 

The enemy's casualties In the four 
days' lighting are estimated at between 
300 and 400. 

Of this number more than 100 were 
killed; 

Although the enemy wasted fully a 
half of his specially trained shock- 
troop battalion of S00 men, he was 
unable to penetrate the American 
lines, which remained unchanged. 

Of the 110 prisoners taken by Amer- 
ican troops In the fighting on Friday 
northwest of Toul, during which two 
German attacks in force were repulsed 
with heavy casualties to the enemy, 
VI have since died of their wounds. 

The American troops also captured 
two German machine guns, besides a 
quantity of small arms, grenades and 
other war material.

SENATOR W. J. STONE IS DEAD 

Chairman of Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee Succumbs at Washington 
Following Stroke of Paralysis. 

Washington, April 10.— Senator Wil- 
liam J. Stone of Missouri, chairman of 
the senate foreign relations committee 
and for many years prominent among 
Democratic leaders, died here on Sim- 
day, lie had suffered a stroke of 
paralysis last Wednesday. 

Senator Stone was In public life 45 
year. It was In connection with the 
bill proposing the arming of American 
merchant ships that he took sharp 
Issue with President Wilson. His op- 
position to the declaration of war on 
Germany was also pronounced, and he 
declined to take charge of tho war 
resolution. He belleveil that Ameri- 
can participation should-be avoided If 
possible, but when the die was cast 
for war he changed over night. lie 
took his place with the supporters of 
war measures and consistently main- 
tained that attitude. He held It in- 
cumbent upon IiIih to stand with his 
country regardless of .his own views. 
He was born In Kentucky May 7, 
ISIS. 



Three Days of Fierce Bombardment 

Precedes the Onslaught Which 

Is Stopped. 

With tho American Army In France, 
April 13.— The Germans attempted un 
attack against the American positions 
northwest of Toul Just before sunrise 
and were completely repulsed. Two 
German prisoners said that the enemy 
planned the attack with a force of 800 
men, hut that It was stopped In its 
full strength by the effective tire of 
the American urtlllery. The Ameri- 
cans lost no prisoners. One of the 
German prisoners died later of 
wounds. 

American troops on n certain sector 
repulsed the heaviest German attack 
yet made on an American force. Bril- 
liant work by American gunners dis- 
persed the German Infantry before 
•they reached the wire entanglements 
and those of tho enemy who got Into 
tho wire were accounted for with ma- 
chine gun and rifle lire.. 

The German attack came after a vio- 
lent artillery bombardment of three 
cloys. A-. large number of the enemy 
are believed to have been killed or 
wounded during the attack, which con- 
tinued for nearly two hours. 

For 72 hours before their effort the 
Germans had been tiring an Increas- 
ing number of shells at the American 
positions and making extensive use 
of gas shells. At noon the day before 
the enemy began a harassing fire 
against oue of the American strong 
points and kept It up throughout the 
night, dropping hundreds of shells of 
all cullbers on both front and rear po- 
sitions. The American urtlllery re- 
plied vigorously, the men In some but- 
teries working with their gas masks on 
for two or three hours at a stretch. 

About. five o'clock In the morning 
German Infantrymen In the front line 
signaled their batteries for a barrage 
and started for Uie American front 
line. The American gunners laid n 
counter-barrage almost Immediately. 

' As soon as tbe American barrage 
lifted American Infantrymen climbed 
from their shelters and attacked the 
enemy with heavy machine gun and 
rifle lire, r'rlvlng back those who had 
not been dispersed by the artillery fire. 



Enemies of the U. S. Taken From 
Beds and Places of Em- 
ployment. 

Milwaukee, April 12.— Federal offl- 
clnls on Wedncsdny, In an opening 
drive for tho rounding up of some 350 
enemy aliens accused of violating in 
one way or another tho enemy alien 
act, gathered In about 200 who failed 
to comply with the regulations. 

Some were taken for violating their 
permits, some for falling to register, 
some for pro-German activities, some 
for. participation In election activities 
and for other reasons.. 

The raid was a complete surprise 
to most of the men. They, were cither 
awakened and taken from their beds 
or were taken Into custody at their 
places of employment. At the federal 
building linger prints and other meth- 
ods of Identifying the men were taken. 
A few were freed after a preliminary 
examination, while others were taken 
away and locked up until their records 
can be examined more closely. 

The work of the oillcers will con- 
tinue until all the men wanted are ap- 
prehended. In cases where tho clr« 
cumstnuces justify It they will bo In- 
terned.

Hun Espionage Headquarters for This

Secret Service Men. 

Washington. April 15.— The German 
espionage headquarters for this hemis- 
phere has at last been definitely lo- 
cated at Havana, Cuba. The United 
States secret service, It was learned 
here from the highest sources, hns fin- 
ally rounded It up. The principal 
agents operating from It are Latins, 
directed of course by Germans. A 
number of the leaders are already un- 
der surveillance. Working with offi- 
cials of the Cuban government secret 
service agents now have about ended 
the usefulness of the Havana location.

In the raid carried out by the Ger- 
mans on Wednesday against the 
Americans northwest of Toul the 
enemy Intended to penetrate to the 
third line positions, according to In- 
formation obtained from a prisoner. 

This is corroborated by material 
found on' dead Germans. The enemy 
carried wire, dynnmlte, Intrenching 
tools and other implements for organ- 
izing the positions. 

The Amerlcuns knew In advance of 
the proposed attack through Infor- 
mation obtained a day or two pre- 
viously from prisoners capttired by 
the French on an adjacent sector. 

The attack wus made by tt special 
battalion of 800 shock troops, who 
had rehearsed the operation for two 
or three weeks behind the lines. 

As soon as the German barrage be- 
gan the American batteries, with- 
out waiting for the rocket signal, laid 
down a counter-barrage, with the 
result that less than 200 of the en- 
emy succeeded lu climbing out of 
their trenches and advancing toward 
the American line. 

The German oillcers sent tbe men 
right through the barrage, but oaly 
two succeeded In reaching the front 
line. Both of these were taken pris- 
oner, 'one of them dying a short time 
afterward from wounds. 

When the German barrage started 
tho American outposts moved 1 Into 
the first line, where, with other In- 
fantrymen and machine gunners, they 
waited for the advancing enemy. 

The Americans poured a deadly lire 
into the raiders, then climbed out 
of the trenches and engaged with 
grenades and In hand-to-hand fight- 
ing the few Germans who were able 
to cross No Man's Land. 

The American Infantrymen drove 
the enemy back to his own lines and, 
protected by machine-gun and auto- 
matic lire, dragged the German dead 
back to the American trenches for 
Identification.

Messlnes ridge and Wytscliaetc are 
the vital points on the battlefield and 
the Germans In two days 'have not 
been nblo to reach the crest of the 
hills. 

"Fight to the End"— Halg. 
Field Marshal Sir Douglas Halg, In 
a special order of the day addressed 
to "all ranks of the British army In 
France and Flanders," says: 
• "Three weeks ago today the enemy 
began his terrific attacks against us 
on a fiO-mllc front. His objects are to 
separate us from the French, to take 
the channel ports and to destroy the 
British army. 

"In spite of throwing already 100 
divisions Into the battle and endur- 
ing the most reckless sacrifice of hu- 
man life, he has yet made little prog- 
ress toward his goals. 

"We owe this to the determined 
fighting and self-sacrifice of our 
troops. Words fall mu to express the 
admiration which I feel for the splen- 
did resistance offered by all ranks of 
our army under the most trying cir- 
cumstances. 

"Many among us now are tired. To 
those 1 would say that victory will 
belong' to the side whlcli holds but 
the longest. The French army is mov- 
ing rapidly and In great force to our 
support. There Is no other course 
open to us but to fight it out. 

"Every position must be held to the 
last man. There must be no retire- 
ment. With our backs to tlie wall 
and believing in tlie Justice of our 
cause, each one of us must fight to 
the end. 

"The' safety of our, homes and the 
freedom of mankind depend alike 
upon the conduct of' each one of us 
at this critical moment." 

Berlin Reports Progress. 
Berlin, April 13.— "Our victorious 
troops," says the olllclal report from 
headquarters, "are progressing through 
the wide Lys plain, between Armen- 
tleres and Merville." , 

British Loee Armentleres. 
With the British Army In France 
nnd Belgium, April- 12.— The fighting 
continues north of Armentleres with 
the British still holding Mcsines 
ridge arid. Wytscliaetc, which changed 
hands several times. 

The British have withdrawn from 
Armentleres on tlie northern buttle 
front, the war office announces. The 
town Is reported to bo recking with 
gas. 
British Smash Attack at Hollebeke. 
London, April 12. — The Germans 
launched a formidable attack against 
the Belgian town of Hollebeke, . says 
a Iteuter dispatch from British head- 
quarters. They came forwnrd • In 
massed waves, which were completely 
repulsed with terrible execution. 
Berlin Claims 10,000 Prlsoneia.
